NEW CHINA. 
THE SERD BED OF A NEW 
CIVILLGATION. 


Clinw is traditionally a land of 
loisure. but the visiting foreigner 
must not hops for much p raonal 
expertence of this side Gf Chinese 
fife, writey Bertrand Russell in the 
“Nation ail Athenaeum.” The 
busiest thirty hours [ ever spent 
in my lfo were span: in Chang 
aha, a city whichis reached by 
travelling up the Yangtze for three 
or four days from Shanghai to 
Hankow, and then going south for 
another day scrosa a vastlake. In 
spite of its remoteness it jaa Treaty 
Port. Wheo J arrived in Changeha, 
there was educational Congress in 
session, at which all kinds of people 
lectured on all kinds of subjects. 
During my thirty hours I gave four 
lectures and two after dinner speeches, 
aud attended a great reception at the 
American hospital. My lectures, 
which were on Russia, displeased the 
students by being ‘edmewhat critical 
of the Bolsheviks, whom almost all 
Chinese students passionately admire, 
J spent the night (in a Chinzse hotel), 
as Saint Paul spent his time in 
Ephesus, fighting with wild beasts. 
So on the whole my impreasio. of 
Chang e'a was lacking in Oriental 
calm. 


EFFICIENGY IN EVIL, 


The pcroceedmys ended with a 
great feast ‘given by the 
Tuchun, the military governor of 
the Province of Hunan. Most 
Tuchuas are wicked ; indeed they are 
the chief interna! sources of trouble in 
China. They intercept the provincial 
revenue and speod it on raising 
ptivate armies: they indulge in war, 
one against avother; ond they 
practise depredations ia che style uf 
Verres. A British missionary, for many ! 
years resident at Chang-sha, aasured 
me that the predecessor of our host 
had, in two years, amassed a fortune 
of thirty million dollars, partly by 
downright robbery and partly by 
debasing the currcnoy in his province. 
Att eend of that time ha had tled 
from popular vengeance with his pluo- 
der to Japan, where, I gathered, he is 
living happily ever afterwards. An 
Englishman not accustomed to China 
might expect to find, in consequence 
of thie worthy’s activities, such scenes 
of devolation as are now to bd seen 
in Eastern Europe, but he would be 
agreeably dissppointad. The city 
seemed ptysperous, ond ita inhabit-

The educationists and tho etudents | ' 


in China ars extraordinarily Leen, and | 
there ia no doubt that the movement 


for medota education represents the ! 
most solid advance that is being made. 
The Chinese who have been at foreiga 
universities do not become unbalanced 
or unable to see what is good in 
China. Thir native civilization is 
sufficiently strong to enable them 
to assimilate what the West 
hos to teach without becoming 
simply Furopeans; and, strange to 
say, thoy like our best better than 
our worst. They are as a rule, lesa 
learned than Japan2se professors, 
bat mors genuinely cultivated, more 
open-minded, more capable of a 
scientifically sceptical outlook. 
Nationalism and religion, the two 
great enemies of honest thought in 
the West, are absent from the 
educated classes in China; respect 
for Confucius is not excessive among 
those who have assimilated Western 
culture, I was never conscious in 
China, as one almost always is in 
Japan, of a barrier to mutual com- 
prehension The Oriental is said to 
be inscrutable and remote, but this ia 
certainly not true in China. I found 
the Chinese just as easy to talk to as 
the English. and just as easy (or as 
difficult) to understand psychologi- 
cally. ; 

THE DEAD-WEIGHT OF IQNORANOE. 

But Young China has to contend 
against o terrible dead-weight of 
ignorance and superstition in the 
mass of the people. When] left the 
banquet to go on board the boat on 
which I was leaving Changeha, it 
happened that an eclipse of the 
moon was in progress. As in the 
enrliest annals of Chinese history, 
the strenis were full of people beat- 
ing wongs to frighten away the 
Heav sly Dog who was supposed to 
be trying to eat up the moon; little 
bonfires were being lit everywhere 
to rekindle the moon's light by 
sympathetic magic. The missionary 
whom I mentioned earlier told me! 
that ofter, ax ':2 walked about, be had 
heard passerg by expre:s astonish- 
ment that be could bend the knee. 
because hy was a “foreiga devil,” 
and devils have to ke p th.ir knees 
alwavs straight. They also can only 
travel in atraight lines, and therefnre 
every Chinese louse ba the front 
door openin, on to a blank wall, with 
the courtyard round the corner. 
Even within the courtyard, a serren 
provides other corners, so that at worst 
the evil sp'rits cannot’ get beyoud the

Lonpon, March ath. 

Washingtan = mesmges show that the 
Pactfic Treaty debate in the Sonate is now 
well under way and will continue winter. 
tuptedly until the vote is taken. The 
opening speeches atressed. ihe importance 
to America of the: abrogation of — the 
Anglo-Japanese Alliance, but the irrecon- 
cilables dechared that the Alliance had 
been extended by the inclusion of 
America and France 

Sonater Borah 
Pacific Treaty abrogated, nullified or 
modified the Lansing-Ishii Agreement, 
Senator Underwood replied in the affir- 
mative, but a resolution requesting infer- 
mation on subject. from the President was 
finally passed with the assent of the Re- 
publicans. 

In the course of the debate Senator 
Lodge described the Treaty ig tho most 
important matter at present before the 
country. He deelared that a majority of 
the party intended to keep.it continuously 
before the Senate until it was disposed 
of. 


asked whether — the 


Some Demarrats are attacking Senator 
Lodge. but it is considered that the mass 
of the American people will accept the 
Treaty with its compulsion agreements 
and are inclined to resent the time wasted 
on political hair- splitting when very ‘im- 
portant domestic questions awnit action. 
The attitude of the more sane and 
cautious Democrads is supported by a 
statement by Mr. Bryan that the Treaty 
is merely an imitation of his contribution 
to foreign affairs when he was Secrotary 
of Btule and that the Democrats should 
find accampaign issue in the domestic 
field. The Democrats, therefore, are un 
likely to presa the fight over the Treaties 
which the country getierally applauds. 


WHEN EDUCATION SPREADS. 


The only cure for these auperatitions 
is universal education, and for that, at 
present, there ‘re not enough funds or 
enough modern teachers. But the 
Jove of education and respect for it 
are go great that one may hope to see 
it rapidly extended, provided politica! 
troubles can be eufliciently settled, for 
the monvy to ba forthcoming. I hoce 
that, when education becoines more 
widespread, it will be in the hands 
of the Chinese, themselves, not io 
those of rslasloayins clerical or lay, 
‘who want to spread our civilization 
8 the finest thing on earth. China 
has short:oraings. which to us are 
very obvious, but it atso has faerita 
in which wa are deficen!. What is 
so be hopad is not that China should 
become like oursalves, reproduciag 
out Napoleons and Bismarcks and 
Emiosnt Victorians, but that a new 
civilizat‘on ahould be developed. com- 
biniag. our koowledge with Chinsaa 
culture, Tae Chinese are capable of 
thia, if thev are enzotraged but not 
coerced, Th» methods of Europe and 
Japan won'd force them in‘ time to 
become like Japan, militaristic, im- 
perialist, ant brutal; the methods of 
America would persuade them to be- 
coma like America. But if their 
development can~be left free, I think 
they can give the world a naw civil- 

ization, to carry on tha arta and 
sciences after Europe has perished in 
a sea ef blood.

“POUND AND DOLLAR, 
VARIOUS FACTORS ACCOUNT 
FOR RECOVERY IN VALUE. 


The remarkable recovery in the 

value of the pound aterling in relation 

to the dollar which has taken place 

recently is not due to any aingle cause. 

Yet the prospecta of fair weather ip 

international affairs which have been 

so greatly improved by the successfal 

diaouseions at Washington in regard to 

naval disarmament and the problem of 

the Pacific, coupled with the Trish set- 

tlement have undoubtedly contribut. 

ed very materially. It is more than 

two ve are since the dollar value of the 

pound stood at its present level, whioh 

represents a discount of about 14 per 

cent., compared with over 34 per 

cent. when the pound reached its nadir 
lat year. Probably the expectation 

that some atrangement of the com- 

plicated problem of Allied debts and 
reparations will be reached in 
the near future hae been taken 
into account in arriving at the 
present exchange ratio. Yet another 
factor is the steady decline the 
amount by which’the exporta of the 
United States exceed her importa,
